Fire Dept. Asks 
(are In Turning 
In Alarms 
It is 
hard to understand a law 
that forces a school to either close 
down when attendance is off because 
of sickness or bad weather or face 
the possible loss of one or 
more 
teachers. This was what happened 
h e r e last week w h e n the local 
schools closed for four days. 


We can understand closing be­ 
cause of the possibility of an epi­ 
demic—but just to close because the 
percnetage of attendance is down, 
doesn't seem quite right. 


But let us be sure to point out 
that the fault does not lie with the 
local school board or the adminis­ 
tration but with the way the state 
money is allocated to the schools. 


The state pays on average daily 
attendance not on enrollment and ex­ 
cused absences do not matter. So 
when a school's average daily at­ 
tendance falls off so does the num­ 
ber of teacher that the state 
will 
pay for. This would not be so bad 
if the school could hire teachers on 
average daily attendance but they 
can not as they nust have enough 
teachers to take care of the number 
of students enrolled—regardless of 
how many days ther attend. 


To try to take care of this pro­ 
blem the school sets up some extra 
days in the schedule and these were 
used last week so, even with the time 
off, school will still end at the r e ­ 
gular tim e—that is unless we have 
bad weather o r another bad sick 
spell. 


It would seem to us that it would 
be better if a school could dec ide on 
the basis of an effective teaching 
program when it should close the 
school rather than on the basis of 
fear of losing a teacher. 
It would help if the state would 
allow the schools to drop five or ten 
of their w orst days when they deter­ 
mine the average daily attendance. 
This would at least make for a more 
realistic picture. 


While we do not know what to do 
about this problem it would seem 
that somebody needs to get organiz­ 
ed and try to get something done in 
Austin. Every year we seem to face 
the same problem. 


Next year the problem could get 
worse since the state is requiring 
the schools to teach five more days 
and have the teachers spend IO days 
in work or training sessions. This 
will make it harder to setup the ex­ 
tra days for bad weather or sickness 
as we have in the past.

The dispatcher at the Police 
station depends solely on the 
person turning in the alarm 
for 
accurate 
information. 
The Fire Department sug­ 
gests these things which may 
he helpful when reporting a 
fire: 
1. Take just a second more. 
if possible, to cheek the ad* 
dress of the fire. It may save 
several minutes of essential 
time. 
2. Give some landmark or 
(building, 
such as near tin' 
hospital, compress 
or high 
school. 
3. Stay on 
the 
telephone 
until the dispatcher has all 
tho information needed. One 
caller only said. “ My house 
is on fire and I’m going to 
have to get out.” 
The volunteer firemen do 
need correct addresses to as­ 
sure getting to the scene' a s 
quickly as possible.

Abilene Man Hits 
'White Justice' 


AUSTIN (AP) — A subcom­ 
mittee of Gov. Preston Smith’s 
Human Relations 
Commission 
asserted 
Friday 
that 
Texas 
criminal justice system is a rel­ 
ic of slavery days and often dis­ 
penses “white justice.” 
The report was made by John 
Allen Chalk, pastor of Highland 
Church of Christ in Abilene and 
subcommittee chairman. 
Another 
subcommittee, 
on 
state employment, proposed thru 
Smith hire a Mexican-American 
special assistant and that m em ­ 
bers of minorities be placed on 
policy-making state boards and 
commissions. 
’’Chalk said there is a “ crying 
need” for better trained and 
“more sensitive” policemen and 
recommended more psychologic­ 
al testing and heavier emphasis 
on human relations in police 
training programs. 
A “Public defender’’ system 
stressing the use of minoruy 
lawyers, even if a scholarship 
program is needed to train the 
lawyers, was proposed. 
“The minority 
citizen, 
the 
poor 
and 
the 
disadvantaged 
must be provided competent, in­ 
dependent legal help at the time 
of arrest,” Chalk said. 
“The criminal justice system 
in the State of Texas is hope­ 
lessly outdated and was created 
during the days of slavery and 
wars against Mexico. What we 
are getting, in one sense, there­ 
fore, is ‘white justice,’ ” he said. 
No action was taken on any 
part of the recommendations by 
the full committee. Chalk said 


the report might be expanded 
ct future meetings. 
Also 
recommended 
was 
a 
state civil rights act that would 
provide investigators to look in­ 
to complaints of violations of 
civil rights by policemen and 
other public officials. 
“ In many of these communi­ 
ties, the pol ice-just ice system is 
so corrupt that 
‘outside’ help 
must 
be 
permanently 
availa­ 
ble,” Chalk said 
He said the hearings disclosed 
a “ staggering absence” of min­ 
ority officers on Texas police 
forces. Thp Texas Department 
of Public Safety has 53 Negro 
or 
Mexican-American 
officers 
out of a total of 1.630; San An­ 
tonio has 24 blacks in a force of 
900; Fort Worth 30 blacks out of 
COO policemen: Houston 59 out of 
1.599; and Dallas 28 Out of 1.509. 
he said 
‘Attitudes of "help us find of­ 
ficers’ must change to 'we will 
find minority officers.’ ” he con­ 
tinued. 
Chalk 
noted 
that 
“ two 
extremes” seem to be develop­ 
ing in minority communities re­ 
garding law enforcement ” De­ 
mands that police learn how to 
respect the minority citizens and 
demands 
that 
police 
p -'v e nt 
crime in the minority commun­ 
ity.” 
“ They can’t live with and they 
can’t live without police, but tho 
more the police operate in mi­ 
nority communities on present 
levels of competence. the more 
their credibility declines,” 
he
